footsteps to see the eventual establishment 
of an Independent falestinian state and peace 
between Israel and Syria and Lebanon. 

"Wfe will continue to offer our Palestinian 
brothers all means of support to achieve their 
legitimate goals on their national soil,” he 
said. 

He went on to add that he would "spare no 
effort on all tracks to see peace between Israel 
and Syria and Lebanon based on law and ius- 
tice.” 

On the subject ofjonlan's relations with the 
Gulf states which went into temporary decline 
following the 1990-91 Gulf War, the King said 
brotherly ties would outlive “occasional differ- 
ences." 


"VWe will reinforce die coordination and 
consultation which was never interrupted," he 
said, praising the expressions of support for 
Jordan from across the Gulf following King 
Hussein’s dearh, 

"The honorable positions of those coun- 
tries’ leaders are very much respected and 
appreciated. They constitute a dear sign of 
developing relations which makes me very 
optimistic.” 

King Abdullah afeo countered charges of 
political inexperience, pointing out that he 
had not simply been a career soldier before he 
took the tlirone, but had been "very dose" to 
his father who entrusted him with “several 
political missions." 

“I always preferred to be out of the spot- 


light. but I’m proud of the Arab and interna- 
tional relations I have woven and I’ll work to 
develop them,” lie said. 

On the domestic front, the new King has 
committed himself to “dialogue" as his main 
goal but also pledged to “prioritize the fight 
against corruption and overhaul economic 
and sodo-economic matters." 

King Abdullah, who became supreme com- 
mander of the Jordanian armed forces when 
he took the tlirone, also explained Ills recent 
retirement of 1 0 top army officers as a "simple 
reform." 

"I wanted to replace them with a younger 
generation. My decision by no means sug- 
gests that I was concerned or that I wanted to 
dean up the army," he said.

WYE AGREEMENT 


A n rare public exchange between 
the US and Israeli officials was on 
display Monday when a State 
Department official harshly criticized 
Israel for not implementing the Wye 
agreement and for accusing the 
Palestinians of releasing “known terror- 
ists and murderers.'

The exchange took place at a panel 
organized in Washington by the Jewish 
Council for Public Affairs between Martin 
Indyk, Assistant Secretary of State and 
the Israeli embassy's deputy chief of mis- 
sion, Lenny Bcn-David. The clash 
occurred when Ben David told the audi- 
ence that the Palestinians have not ade- 
quately complied with the Wye accord, 
and have recently set free “known terror- 
ists and murderers," from Palestinian 

jails. 

Indyk, reflecting a growing US frustra- 
tion with the Israel's non-compliance in 
carrying out the Wye agreement, 
responded by saying very important 
to be careful about what was said about 
their compliance or noncompliance. You 
said they've been releasing terrorists and 
murderers. Thar is not true. They did 
release people. We checked on it. We 
checked your information. We checked 
their information, our own information. 
It is simply not true... The fundamental 
point is they did not release terrorists or 

murderers." 

Indyk, who was a former ambassador 
to Israel, added that the Palestinians did 
arrest "a lot of Hamas people" and 
released those for whom no grounds for 
detention existed, the same way that 
Israel releases some suspects it arrests.

DUBAI (AFP) — The Taliban 
in Hi tin has asked alleged terror- 
ist mastermind Osama bin 
Laden to return to its Kandahar 
stronghold in southwest 
Afghanistan, the Arabic news- 
paper Al-Hayat reported 
Wednesday. 

The London-based dally said 
a Taliban delegation travelled 
to -Jalalabad in eastern 
Afghanistan to meet the Saudi 
dissident, who left Kandahar 
around two weeks ago. 

The Tbllban believes that "bin 


Laden will not leave 
Afghanistan and have come to 
the conclusion his presence in 
Kandahar would allow them to 
limit his movements It said. 

But the multi-millionaire 
Islamic militant Teels more free 
In Jalalabad where he fought 
alongside the Mujahedeen dur- 
ing the Soviet occupation of the 
1980s, it said. 

On February 17, a Thllban 
official said In Washington after

“He is not In the area con- 
troled by the Tkliban," Abdul 
Hakklm Mujahid, the Tbliban’s 
New York-based representative 
said.

Bin Laden is wanted in the 
United States for alleged 
involvement in the August 7, 
1998 bombings of US 
embassies in Kenya and 
Tanzania in which some 250 
people were killed, including 
1 2 Americans.

THREE DIE AS RIOTS SPREAD 


PORT LOUIS (AFP) — Three peo- 
ple died in three days of riotiitg 
which have rocked the Indian 
Ocean island of Mauritius follow- 
ing die suspicious death of popu- 
lar reggae singer Kaya, police said 
Wednesday. 

Schools and colleges were 
closed for a second day as the 
island prepared for the sister's 
funeral in Port Louis later 
Wednesday. Kaya’s body was laid 
in a football stadium here late 
Tuesday where hundreds of 
mourners have been paying their 
last respects. The singer died 
Sunday while in police custody, 
sparking violence in the poor 
Roche Bois area of the capital Port

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HUNGARY'S BANKING 
SUPERVISOR RESIGNS 


BUDAPEST — The chief supervisor of Hungary’s banking system, 
Imre Ttirafas, and his deputy, Rezso Nyers, have resigned after 
dashing with the government, radio stations in Budapest report- 
ed early Wednesday. 

Tkrafas was chairman of the State Supervisory Board for the 
Money and Capital Markets (APTF). He has steadfastly rejected 
government criticism that the agency did not do enough to pro- 
tect small investors when banks and brokerage firms collapsed. 

He and Nyers handed in their resignations Thesday evening. 
Tarafas’ contract had more than three years left to run. 

Government spokesman Gabor Borokai agreed In a radio inter- 
view that the APTF had indeed made use of ail Its legal powers. 
However he renewed the criticism, saying Wednesday morning 
the APTF "did not do everything to exhaustively protect small- 
investor interests". 

Analysts said Thrafas had made himself unpopular with the 
rightwing government of Prime Minister Viktor Orban by criticis- 
ing a huge state capital injection during the merger of two ailing 
banks, Postabank and MFB — Deutsche Pressc Agentur.

NEW DELHI — The Indian economy is projected to grow 5.8 per- 
cent in the current fiscal year ending March 31, compared to Five 
percent the previous year, the government said Wednesday. 

The provisional growth figure released by the Finance Ministry 
was below the government target of seven percent. The ministry's 
Economic Survey for 1998-99 said growth would have been high- 
er if not for the effect of the Asian financial meltdown on world 
import demand and international capital markets. 

The increased growth rate from 1997-98 was attributed to a 
rebound in agriculrure and allied sectors — Agcnce France Prcssc. 


AUSTRALIA'S FINANCIAL 
SERVICES GIANT AMP 
SHOWS PROFIT 


SYDNEY — Australian financial services giant AMP Ltd. said 
Wednesday its annual operating profit for calendar 1998 rose 16 
percent to 1 .03 billion dollars (649 million US). 

However an extraordinary charge of 1 .57 billion dollars associ- 
ated with its demutualisation and listing on the Australian Stock 
Exchange last June meant the bottom line result was a loss of 646 
million dollars. Chief executive George Trimibell said the profit 
came from improved operational results .md a solid invest mem 
performance, adding that a record of consistent operating 
improvements had been achieved over the past four years. "1998 
was a very good year for AMP. Not only did we successfully con- 
clude the demutualisation and listing process but we delivered a 
better than expected profit result," he said in a statement. 

"We are confident we are on track to deliver continued 
improvements in service and operational rcsulrs to our customers 
and shareholders." AMP’s prospectus, published in April, had 
forecast a net profit range of 7 74 million to 977 million dollars for 
1998. Estimates hy overseas investment banks and a major 
domestic brokerage house varied widely, ranging from a low of 
J961 million to a high of J 99 5. 4 million. AMP’s total income for 
the year rose 32 percent to S26.1 billion — Associated Press.

Tlie Arab General Union of the Economic, Industrial and 
Agricultural Chambers called upon the Arab countries ro sign a 
commercial “free zone" agreement, in which it would reconsid- 
er cutting down the 10-year gradual customs’ decrease period 
to a 5-year one. The Union requested the Arab countries to unify 
standard specifications, facilitate the movement of businessmen 
and decrease the restrictive customs procedures. 

The Union presented to the Arab Socioeconomic Council a 
report stressing the urgent need to visualize a diverse Arab net- 
work through which an Arab electronic commerce could devel- 
op to racilirate information interaction between the member 
countries. The report related the unjustified exceptions in 
implementation in the "free zone “ agreement to the agricultur- 
al agenda, pointing out the disadvantages of a prolonged “free- 
zone” application period — Petra. 



A Jordanian Economist, Hani Abu Jbara, was invited by the 
Palestinian National Authority (PNA) to give an assessment on 
Palestine’s income tax law. in this respect. Abu Jbara advised the 
Palestinian Legislative Council to include new clauses in the 
income-tax law to reduce high rates of unemployment and 
poverty in the West Bank. 

Abu Jbara criticized a draft project put by the Palestinian 
Ministry of Finance that assessed a 30% income tax on compa- 
nies and individuals, describing it as a bad beginning for 
Palestine. He suggested that personal income and company 
profit raxes should not exceed 10S,. and for capital gains ro be 
exempted from tax. He also suggested a fairer treatment of 
financial institutions especially banks, insurance and financial 

I companies saying chat the current heavy tax system encourages 
these companies to transfer their money abroad. 

Abu Jbara advised against drawing a comparison between the 
Palestinian tax collection revenue and that of other countries 
like Israel with a per capita income of SI 7.000 compared to 
SI .300 in Gaza and the West Bank, noting that both Palestinians 
and Israelis are subject to the same market prices. 

Compared with Jordan. Abu Jbara noted that in spite or the 
similarity between the Individual’s income in both countries, a 
Palestinian spends nearly three times as much as a Jordanian 
because of the great difference in prices between the two coun- 
tries. 

Abu Jbara stated that the Income tax system currently applied 
in Gaza and the West Bank does not encourage Investment and 
is very inappropriate, while the ministry of finance proposed 
draft law does not meet the needs of Palestinian society and Is 
not ih line with its economic priorities. 

The Palestinian Minister of Economy and TYade Maher Ai 
Masri thanked Abu Jbara for his efforts to enhance Palestinian 
investment and development, hoping for more Jordaniaiv 
Palestinian cooperation in this field — Petra,

I Doctors have treated a 
group of patients suffering 
I from a rare skull-base tumor 
fusing an advanced radiation 
treatment system.

benign tumors which form on 
cranial nerves exiting from 
[the brain were treated with a

jtion oncology at the

percent of the patients, with a 
low complication rate.

C raig Barrett, evoking over- 
tones of cavalier turned 
president Theodore 
Roosevelt, has a reputation for 
speaking softly and carrying a 
big stick. According to Intel’s 
chairman Andy Grove, when a 
problem developed with one of 
Intel's manufacturing plants ear- 
lier Inst year, a manager apprised 
both Grove and Barrett. Grove 
passed it on to a sales manager 
with some thoughts. 

“The mellow Dr. Barrett wrote 
the most blistering e-mail to the 
poor fellow involved with it, 
specifying What lie expected to 
see," says Grove. 

Barrett says it took three sen- 
tences to get the point across.* 

It has been 25-years since 
Barrett left the life of academia 
at Stanford University for a job at 
Intel. Of those 25 years, the Inst 
was amongst the most challeng- 
ing. 

Introduction of the Merced, 
Intel’s next-generation proces- 
sor, has been delayed, flaws were 
discovered in the current-gener- 
ation Xeon processor, the Asian 
currency crisis, and a suit from 
the U.S. Federal Trade 
Commission over allegedly 
unfair practices. 

But then again, look at the 
way Barrett plays. He cycled 575 
miles from Utah to Mexico In 
1992, his favorite adventure was 
flying an FI 6 and he drives a 
green “Hummer.” 

As such, Barrett is not In the 
slightest fazed by the new 
responsibility of being Intel’s No. 
one executive and that the buck 
now stops with him, Barrett says: 
“At least 75 cents of that dollar 
stopped with me before, any- 
way." 

Talking about Barrett's role in 
terms of dollars and cents is 
however an understatement. 


The coliege professor turned 
executive now heads a S25 mil- 
lion company wirh 85 percent of 
the global microprocessor mar- 
ket. For the thjrd quarter of this 
year, Intel posted income worth 

5 1 .6 billion on revenue of S6.7 
billion, compared with income of 

5 1 .6 billion on reveue of $6.2 bil- 
lion of revenue a year ago. 

As for Barrett's more private 
life, he commutes home to 
Phoenix from his office in Santa 
Clara, California at the end of 
each week to be with his wife of 
1 3-years, Barfoana Barret, who is 
also an accomplished profession- 
al. Barbdrra is a lawyer and politi- 
cian, who ran for office in 1994 
and a pilot. She sits on several 
boards of directors, including 
Piper Aircraft. 

He speaks proudly of her 
saying: ”1 learn a lot from 
Barbara. She is a trusted 
confidant. The time she 
spent working in V 
Washington DC, gave me B 
insight into how a very ethical 1

US BLOCKS SATELLITE DEAL WITH CHINA 


LOS ANGELES (R) — The Clinton admin- 
istration's decision on Tuesday to block 
a mqjor satellite sale to China demon- 
strated that the government wants to 
see sensitive US technology more close- 
ly guarded, experts said. 

The Commerce Department blocked 
-satellite industry leader Hughes 
Electronics Corp. from selling $540 mil- 
lion worth of satellites to China due to a 
potential threat to US national security. 

"The administration is slapping com- 
panies on the wrist to ensure that the 
industry becomes riiore self-polldqg jn 
the future," said Jon Kutler, president of 
Quarterdeck Investment Partner^, Which' ■ 
consults with defence companies. 


Kutler said the move was no surprise 
following recent congressional hearings 
into allegations that Hughes and Loral 
Space St Communications Ltd. trans- 
ferred sensitive technology to China 
alter satellites belonging to them were 
destroyed in Chinese rocket explosions 
in 1995. 

“The Chinese may choose to retali- 
ate " Nisbet added. “They may choose 
to not buy our [commercial] planes. 
They have done that in the past when 
they didn’t like what we were doing." 

The US government said this mqnth it 
would review whether national security 
was hurt by high-technology deals with 
China, as a congressional panel headed 


by Representative Christopher Cox, a 
California Republican, charged last year. 

Defence analyst Paul Nisbet of JSA 
Research said the administration was 
not concerned about the sale or satel- 
lites, but rather the technology used to 
launch them, which is similar to that 
used to- launch missiles that carry 
nuclear warheads. 

"When you have the technology of- 
putting these multiple satellites precise- 
ly in different orbits, you then would 
have the technology for atomic war-, 
heads that you could send to the United 
States," Nisbet said/ : . .

Both Nisbet and Kutler said the move 
would not have a major impact on the 


three leading US players in the business 
given that most satellites are sold to 
commercial concerns rather than gov- 
ernments. 

Hughes sells more than $2 billion 
worth of commercial satellites each y^n 
while Loral and Lockheed Martin Corp, 
each sell about $501 billion annually.

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BC-PERIOD SWORDS 
FOUND IN BAHRAIN 


MANAMA (AFP) — Archaeologists 
have found two rare swords 
believed to date from the Dllmuu 
civilization, a powerful trading 
empire that arose in the Gulf dur- 
ing the third millennium B.C 

"We have found the laigest 
bronze sword ever in Bahrain," 
Khalil Faraj, archaeologist at the 
Hamad Town site in the heart of 
the archipelago's main island, told 
Wednesday's Bahrain Tribune. 

“The sword's length is 53 cen- 
timeters and die width is four 
centimeters This sword is a pure 


example that the people of the 
Dilmun era had a warrior tradi- 
tion," he said. 

The second sword is 10 cen- 
timeters shorter. 

They were found on Monday 
dong with a spear in a burial 
mound next to a skeleton, 
believed to have been a warrior. 

Work is continuing through 
four entrances to the mound, one 
of 4,000 at the site. 

Soapstone and bronze seals, 
shell rings, pottery and Jewelry 
have also been uncovered as the 


team seek to unravel the myster- 
ies of the Dilmun era which 
thrived for same 2,000 years. 

The Dilmun civilization benefit- 
ed from lush spring-fed vegeta- 
don and prospered from the 
strategic position of the islands 
along the trade routes linking 
Mesopotamia with the Indus 
Vblley. 

The once great empire declined 
with the fall of the Indus civiliza- 
tion and by 800 B.C Dilmun had 
become a tributary state of 
Assyria. 
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EGYPTIAN COURT DISMISSES CASE 
AGAINST THE SUNDAY TELEGRAPH 


CAIRO (AP) — A Cairo court on 

• 

Wednesday threw out a $165 bil- 
lion suit against a British newspaper, 
which had published an artide alleg- 
ing mistreatment of Christians in 
Egypt. 

The South Cairo Court said it did 
nor have the authority to rule in die 
case as it should Itave been filed in 
London where the newspaper is 
produced, court oflidals said. They 
spoke on condition of anonymity. 

The December case by an 
Egyptian lawyer Mustapha Aslioub 
and 100 Coptic Christians against 
The Sunday Telegraph stemmed 
from its report about a police crack- 
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down on die Christians in the south- 
ern town of Al Koslieh in August. 

The plaintiffs demanded SI 6.5 
billion fium the newspaper as com- 
pensation for sullying Egypt's repu- 
tation. 

Ashoub, meanwiiile, said he will 
appeal the ruling in Hie Court or 
Appeals. He did not say when. 

The Sunday Telegraph did nut 
respond to die suit and was not rep- 
resented in court. Wednesday. 

The newspaper was also protect- 
ed by other Egyptian laws tiiat pro- 
hibit courts from hearing cases filed 
by individuals who liave no direct 
interesr in the outcome. Public inter- 
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est petitions can only be filed by the 
state prosecutor general. 

"The Sunday Telegraph article was 
written after police detained hun- 
dreds of Coptic Christians in Al 
Koslieh during a murder investiga- 
tion. Human rights groups said 
mat v of the detainees were beaten 
and tortured. Tlie allegations caused 
an uproar in Egypt after internation- 
al human rights groups and Egyptian 
Copts abroad used it to support 
garions that the government dis- 
criminates against the Christian 
minority.

The "Cultural Journal* of the 
University of Jordan (A1 Majallah 
al Thaqafiyyah) proved to be the 
most outstanding "serious reading 
matter’ published in Jordan. Its 
value lies in its depth, brevity and 
diversity. 


O ne often wonders where to 
find good reading material. 
News-stands offer few serious 
magazines; it is rather the social 
more colorful magazines that prevail. 
One rarely finds a magazine as inter- 
esting as Qantara of the Institut du 
Monde Arabe (in French), the 
National Geographic Magazine (in 
English), or the Kuwaiti Al Arab] (in 
Arabic) to count a few. Magazines on 
Archaeology, tlie : most prominent 
subject in Jordan, are nowhere to be 
found. 

Looking for a source of something 
serious to read, that is brief, to the 
point, easily understood, and enter- 
taining, I came across Al- Majallah al 
Thaqafiyyah,. The Cultural Journal, an 
Arabic quarterly magazine published 
by the University of Jordan where all 
these elements are found, the Journal 
boasts oyer' 350 pages and sells for 
the nonjihai price of pnie Jordanian. 


Dinar, and to students at half that 
price. “It is a gift presented by the 
University of Jordan, in the hope of 
enhancing intellectual interests on 
campus, as well as passing on Informa- 
tion about the world of culture to 
Jordanians and the Arab World in gen- 
eral." says Professor Dr Hu mam At 
Ghassib, Editor-In-Chief of the Journal. 

The journal was first published in 
the fall of 1983 with Khaled al Karaki 
as Editor- In -Chief

I 
wanted to - produce a happy 
medium. We do not need glossy 
1 paper to produce something 
good. On the other hand, some 
journals that only ' publish 
research papers are dry and do 
not attract public attention^

hpmanitie^ were included, in our 


Journal. Our particular target is to 
celebrate the works of major artists 
and to commemorate those that 
passed away such as the writer & 
artist Jabra Jabra. musician Joseph 
Khaslio and poet Nizar Qabbani," 

Ghassib, former Dean of Academic 
Research at the University of Jordan, 
and Professor of theoretical physics, 
is an (all-rounded) person. His under- 
standing of classical music enhanced 
by his rich collection of musical tapes 
and CDs led him ro lecture about the 
subject. He also loves and encourages 
the Arts. “We ask local artists for 
Illustrations rather than take them 
from World Masters. This is one way 
to encourage them." 

Ghassib had an even greater chal- 
lenge in bringing science into a ‘cul- 
tural’ journal. “In the 5th issue, I 
started incorporating science into the 
journal, and by the 7th issue, we had 
eighty pages of science that were part 
of our cultural magazine. They includ- 
ed a simplified scientific encyclopae- 
dia which I hope will turn into a fully- 
fledged one. We started with Haidar 
al-Mo’mani and Dr Mahmoud 
Owaydah, a former student of mine. 
They constantly contributed simpli- 
fied and precise articles, dealing with 
various scientific subjects such as 
laser technology, etc. My biggest 
ambition," insists Ghassib, “is to 
bridge the gap between the Arts and 
Sciences: to have a ‘panoramic, com- 
prehensive view of the world." This 
interdisciplinary approach (that all 
subjects are interrelated) is the latest 
global issue that educators are trying 
to convey. 

"Our aim was to create an intellec- 
tual dialogue around serious issues. 
We wanted to develop positive criti- 
cism and creative dialogue through 
the publication of mature articles, 
honest and audacious dialogues, and 
raise interest in contemporary issues. 
The University of Jordan hopes to 
attract writers who 
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are Interested 

in cultural and intellectual issues, in 
order to bring about, positive interac- 


tion among them, the university, the 
Jordanian people and other Arabs. 

We try to be Pan Arab. We go 
beyond our own Jordanian heritage 
and extend to the Arab World and 
humanity at large!" 

When ask&l about the writers that 
contribute to the journal, Ghassib 
answered "We do not solicit articles. 
We receive a great number of them, 
and decline to publish about 50°° . 
But I can assure you that here, objec- 
tivity reigns. Taking into considera- 
tion that 'any cultural journal is a 
mirror that reflects the state of the 
Country', we insist that merit is what 
decides acceptance. Many unknown 
writers were surprised when we 
accepted their articles. Iraqi writers 
think of us as the main outlet for 
their outpouring. Thirty percent of 
regular articles in the Journal are 
written by them." 

Ghassib believes in tolerance and 
freedom of expression. “We are not 
afraid to publish articles on hot 
issues provided they follow the code 
of ethics.” 

“ Our editorial kitchen is very 
small, the bulk of the work is done by 
two or three people only." 

Though written in fine Arabic, Al 
Majallah al Thaqafiyyah does not 
cause any linguistic hurdles to the 
educated layman. 

The magazine is an eye-opener on 
issues we hear about daily but do not 
necessarily understand. 

Hie variety of subjects handled is 
extensive! It is divided Into sections 
that occur in every issue. 

The Arab World in the 90s, for 
example, covers the development of 
- all aspects'of life in the Arab World in 
this contemporary era. It runs from 
'National Security', to the develop- 
ment of poetry arid literature, or psy- 
chological Issues such as ‘the myth of 
bad times.’
